I hcse lilt's are mabe by Messrs. Minton, Hottins h, Co., of Stafforbshire, England ; anb are of two kinbs, 
Encaustic or Intaib, anb Plain or Paving Tiles. The Plain 1 iles are of various si^es, the largest being squares 
of six by six inches, ant) octagons of nearly six anb a quarter inches. II bey are of iwo thicknesses, half inch anb 
one inch, the former of which is strong enough for alt floors excepting those of warehouses, uCc. The usual colors 
are Buff, met), Black, IBrab, Chocolate, Blue ant) White ; ant) the shapes are Squares, Octagons, Hexagons anb 
their bivisions ; so that infinite changes may be mabe in the patterns. Each II ile is of one color, which extends 
entirety through. 

II He Intaib H iles are om inch thick, ant), excepting some borders nearly alt are six by six inches. They are 
mabe by filling inbentations in the unburnt II ile with the besireb colors, anb burning the whole together. IThus 
the figures are not merely painteb on the surface, like those of the II iles of Continental Europe, but are intaib io 
a certain bepth in the boby of the II ile. I here is a great variety in the patterns, anb the colors are Buff, Blue, 
White, Heb, Pink, ween, Chocolate, Black, &c. 

Both Plain anb Intaib Tiles are uscb for Vestibules, Malls, Libraries, lining Booms, Mcarths anb Conserva- 
tories in the best I!?wel(ino,s in all parts of the country ; anb in Churches, Banks, Stores, &c, in every principal 
City. After bue consiberation they were chosen for the floors of the extension of the Capitol at Washington; 
anb milter <x Coates were occupieb five years in laying them in the new wings of the brxitbing. The Ceiling 
anb Floor of the covereb part of the Terrace in the Meiv York Central Park are also of these tiles. 

Some of the most effective floors are mabe, at moberate cost, by combining plain anb intaib tiles in bifferent 
proportions ; some goob examples of which may be seen in the pattern sheets. It will be founb that floors are 
richer, anb that the places in ivhich they are taib have a better furnisheb appearance, ivhen Heb, Chocolate, Black, 
&,c, are freely useb. 

Plain half inch tiles, packeb in casks containing about one hunbreb anb sixty square feet, weigh, inctubing 
packages, about six pounbs per square foot. Plain tiles, one inch thick, anb intaib tiles, packeb in casks containing 
about one hunbreb feet, weigh, inclubing packages, abont eleven pounbs per square foot. In this respect, anb in 
being rateb low by the freight lines, they compare favorably with floors of other materials. 



In buifbings of the usual kino, the best way ta prepare a foundation for tiles is to set or art the beams or joists 
low enough to abmit of a course of bricks being laib, in mortar or cement, on a strong boarb floor. When 
this cannot be bne, nail strips, about three by om inch, firmly on the sibes of the beams, at the proper Distance 
below the npper cbges. Then mi one inch boarbs to the proper length to fit between the beams, an* nail them 
Down, at each comer, to the strips. The boarbs shonlb not exceeo six inches in wibth, anb shonlb be laib slightly 
apart at the ebges. lay a course of bricks, brickbats or flat stones, in mortar or cement, on the boarbs, taking 
care to fill the joints thoroughly. The bricks mag be about a half to three-quarters of an inch below the bottom 
of the Tiles ; anb it is better to cut the beams Down an inch below the top of the bricks, that there may be more 
cement above the beam. The Tiles are laio in common Mybraulic Cement, such as is useb for cisterns. froob 
lime mortar is the best substitute. There shonlb be thin joints of cement between the eoges of the Tiles. The 
Tiles are cut by chasing them with a sharp chisel, ano snapping them at the tine. The ebges are rubbeb on a 
stone with sanb anb water if reqnircb \o be smooth.
